Prices  here  quoted  are  'not  for  large  clumps,  but  for  strong  divided 
plants  with  five  or  more  buds,  and  are,  in  most  instances,  governed  by 
merit,  though  in  a  few  cases  like  Festive  Maxima  varieties  have  merit  far 
exceeding  the  price,  while  red  varieties  are  about  double  the  price  of  white 
or  pink  of  equal  quality. 

Retail  rates  under  $10.00  orders  five  plants  of  any  one  variety  of  Peony 
will  be  figured  at  the  price  of  four.  Orders  for  five  plants  of  one  variety 
and  numbers  less  than  five  of  other  varieties  will  receive  the  discount 
on  the  five  only,  and  those  ordered  in  less  quantities  than  five  will  be 
figured  straight.  Orders  such  as  one  plant  each  of  a  hundred  varieties 
will  receive  no  discount. 

Wholesale  rates  on  all  orders  amounting  to  $10.00,  and  not  long  as¬ 
sortments,  are  33i%  discount,  from  list  price,  above  discount  not  consid¬ 
ered  and  purchaser  pays  transportation  from  Trumbull. 

We  have  too  many  varieties  to  be  advisable  to  list  all,  but  list  suffici¬ 
ent  for  ordinary  demands. 

A  very  satisfactory  way  to  select  varieties  is  to  visit  the  gardens  sev¬ 
eral  times  during  the  blooming  season,  thus  seeing  each  sort  in  turn  as 
they  come  to  their  best  with  names  and  prices  on  field  labels. 

For  the  convenience  of  those  who  are  not  acquainted  with  the  differ¬ 
ent  varieties  of  Peonies,  I  have  arranged  this  list  in  a  graduated  order, 
beginning  with  very  dark  crimson,  going  down  the  list  through  the  vari¬ 
ous  shades  of  Crimson,  Red,  Sulphur  tinted.  Carmine  splashed  and  end¬ 
ing  in  Pure  White. 

Some  Peonies  are  more  fragrant  than  others,  while  some  are  not 
fragrant  at  all.  In  describing  fragrance,  the  term  honey,  as  here  used, 
does  not  mean  the  odor  of  bees’  honey  in  the  comb,  but  the  pure  unflav¬ 
ored,  natural  honey  sweetness  of  flowers  with  no  rose,  musk,  spice  or 
other  flavor. 

Degree  of  fragrance  indicated  by  *  mark;  *  *  *  *  the  maximum. 

Season  of  blooming  is  indicated  by  prefixed  figure. 

PLANTING 

May  be  done  March  15th  to  April  15th,  and  from  September  1st  until 
the  ground  is  frozen  too  hard  to  work,  but  I  think  the  very  best  time  to 
plant  is  about  the  middle  of  September. 

In  planting,  let  the  uppermost  butt  be  two  inches  below  the  surface 
of  the  level  ground,  then  raise  a  mound  of  mellow  earth  three  inches  high 
over  the  top  of  each  plant  to  prevent  earth  crusting  or  water  standing 
over  the  plants. 

Peonies  will  thrive  in  almost  any  kind  of  clean,  well  drained  soil,  in 
open  sun  or  semi-shade,  with  no  protection  and  little  care,  but  I  know  of 
nothing  that  better  appreciate  or  will  respond  more  readily  to  good  care. 

Do  not  mix  any  trash  or  manure  with  the  soil;  have  it  pure  earth.
